ANA Board Takes a Bold Step 

An entire year has passed since my election to the 
presidency of the ANA, and now my term is half 
over — the time has gone so fast. Yet, another anniver- 
sary convention is history, the ANA has moved for- 
ward on many fronts, and I have had an opportunity 
to meet and work with a large part of the member- 
ship on a firsthand basis. 

The results of this past year's activities and the pros- 
pects of more good things to come is very elating. I 
have thoroughly enjoyed serving members of the As- 
sociation, an experience that has proved both enlight- 
ening and challenging. 

A number of major hobby problems were met head- 
on during these past few months. The grading stand- 
ards controversy is perhaps the most significant of 
these and, almost certainly, will be the most far-reach- 
ing. A bold action was taken by the ANA Board of Governors in adopting intermediate 
grades for uncirculated coins. The wisdom of this move probably will be debated for 
many months to come ; only time will confirm whether it was the correct decision. 

The action was taken to establish and keep the ANA a leader in the field of grading. 
Who else could (and should) monitor the grading situation as diligently as the ANA? 
Why shouldn't the ANA face these problems squarely and attempt to find a workable 
solution? Some of the finest minds and talents are available and willing to help set 
grading on a proper course. We have every reason to believe that a concerted effort 
at this time will result in an improved and refined grading system, one that will not 
change or destroy the old system but help everyone to be more accurate and consis- 
tent. The project can, and must, be successful to insure the protection and survival 
of everyone concerned with the hobby. 

The one limiting factor in the Board's decision to adopt intermediate grades is the 
requirement that ANACS purchase examples of coins in each grade to establish a 
specific set of standards before putting the system into practice. Personally, I have con- 
fidence that once grading criteria are established for each level, then ANACS, and 
everyone else, will be able to use the standards with consistency, without purchasing 
actual specimens of every coin in every grade. 

Another hot issue in recent months deals with the disproportionate number of dealers 
serving on the Board of Governors. It is up to the membership to decide the proper 
ratio of dealers to collectors for equitable representation. Being deliberated by the Board 
is an amendment to the bylaws that would limit the number of dealers that can serve 
on the Board at any one time. Be sure to vote on this issue. Do not be impartial — please 
register your opinion one way or another. 

The surveys conducted earlier this year were responsible for eliciting members' feel- 
ings on various subjects. The results, which still are being analyzed, are the basis for 
many of the actions that have been taken to keep the ANA responsive to your wants 
and needs. Nearly all these actions have been aimed at establishing better public rela- 
tions, providing more and better services, and increasing membership. Progress is be- 
ing made on each of these fronts, and the future looks bright for continued success.

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Destruction of South African 
Economy Not the Answer 

I am writing in reply to a letter from 
Bruce Spence ("Numismatist Against 
Apartheid"), which appeared in the April 
1986 issue. I do not support apartheid, 
which I detest, but do support South Afri- 
ca. The limited [numismatic] sanctions 
Mr. Spence mentions will only result in 
more black people being unemployed and 
make the government of the day more 
determined than ever not to give up their 
political power. 

On the other hand, if other countries 
were to invest in South Africa, thereby 
creating more jobs for blacks, and praise 
the government for its reforms thus far, 
perhaps in 10 years 7 time there might well 
be a black prime minister of South Africa. 
This man might well believe in democ- 
racy, freedom of the press and capital- 
ism — things that currently are unheard of 
in other countries of southern Africa. 

Unfortunately, the western world seems 
bent on destroying South Africa's econo- 
my for the sake of black majority rule — 
even if it is communist inspired. Perhaps 
Mr. Spence would spare a thought for the 
minority Matabele of Zimbabwe.

“New-merical” Gradesl 

"Precision grading" is a contradiction 
in terms. Even if the ANA can eventual- 
ly assemble a reference collection that can 
make the new grade distinctions visual- 
ly unambiguous on every modem issue 
from wheat ear cents to "Susies" (at best, 
a debatable proposition), there is no rea- 
son to assume that they can do so for all 
older types. 

For some designs and denominations, 
not all grades exist. For others, such as Jef- 
ferson nickels, the visual gap between 
MS-60 and MS-70 is much less than for 
cents or dollars, let alone double eagles. 
The gap between MS-61 and MS-62, or 
MS-64 and MS-65, may be too minute to 
define in words. Then, as now, guesswork 
most likely will serve as a substitute. 

Without scientific standardization of 
grade, nothing prevents the unscrupulous 
from buying an MS-60 coin and selling it 


as MS-62, if he can't safely call it MS-63, 
and continuing to exaggerate whenever he 
can get away with it. Why should the 
ANA multiply his opportunities to do so? 

An obvious result will be a great in- 
crease in the numbers of dollars shipped 
and reshipped to Colorado Springs, where 
AN ACS is already understaffed and over- 
worked. Some ANACS people must be 
gluttons for punishment. And on top of 
all that, the ANA is trying to ban adjec- 
tives? What dull reading auction catalogs 
will become! 

"New-merical" grades are as much a 
backfired strategy as new miracle drugs. 
The ANA needs these 1 1 grades as much 
as it needs 11 holes in the head.

H.N. Rust a Reality 

I enjoyed Tom Stone's interesting story, 
"On the Scent of a Fugio Cent" (May 
1986), especially his discussion of the 
New Haven restrikes, the earliest of 
which were made around 1860. 1 heartily 
concur with Stone's contention that "the 
history of the New Haven restrikes is an 
intriguing one. It is crowded with claims 
and counterclaims concerning the actual 
discovery of the dies." 

The author further comments: "The 
mystery shrouding Horatio N. Rust is 
deeper than that of the dies themselves. 
One expert suggests it was a pseudonym 
but that a real person, an active numis- 
matist, was responsible for the rare gold 
and silver Fugio cents that exist." This ex- 
pert is, of course, Don Taxay, who com- 
mented thus in his article "The Fugio 
Cents" in Coins magazine (October 1968): 
"So I think we can assume that H.N. Rust 
... is a pseudonym . . . [his] real identity 
remains unknown." 

However, for nearly a decade, Jim Spil- 
man's The Colonial Newsletter has inter- 
mittently shared bits of history and spec- 
ulation sent by contributors regarding the 
New Haven restrikes, and also has dis- 
closed the actuality of a man named 
Horatio Nelson Rust, numismatist. Sure- 
ly, by now Don Taxay must be convinced 
of H.N. Rust's reality, but for the record 
I'd like to review some of the evidence. 
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A medal picturing the whiskered Horatio N. 
Rust is part of a series released by August B. 
Sage under the title “A.B. Sage’s Numismatic 
Gallery. ” the colonial newsletter foundation 

A photograph of a heavily-bearded face, 
similar to Rust's physiognomy that ap- 
peared c. 1860 on a medal by August B. 
Sage, occupies the full-page frontispiece 
of Record of the Rust Family, a genealogy 
compiled by Albert D. Rust in 1891. More 
recently published are three more pictures 
of Rust in the excellent article "Horatio 
Nelson Rust: Abolitionist, Archaeologist, 
Indian Agent" by Jane Apostol in Califor- 
nia History (Winter 1979-80). 

He was bom in 1828 in Amherst, Mas- 
sachusetts, and spent his early life in or 
near Collinsville, Connecticut. He mar- 
ried near there in 1851 and in 1873 moved 
his family to Chicago, later relocating in 
South Pasadena, California, where he died 
in 1906. 

As a numismatist, Rust participated in 
the October 1868 sale of the J. Colvin Ran- 
dall collection in New York City, and was 
a charter subscriber to S.S. Crosby's great 
book The Early Coins of America. While 
he lived in Chicago, he wrote several nu- 
mismatic articles for the Chicago Inter- 
Ocean. In fact, the undated newspaper 
clipping quoted by Tom Stone is from the 
July 19, 1898, issue of Rust's hometown 
newspaper, the Pasadena Daily News. 

It is regrettable that we don't know 
much about his numismatic activities. 
For example, no copy has surfaced of the 
advertising circular distributed by Rust il- 
lustrating every specimen of his New 
Haven restrikes. Does anyone out there 
have a sample of his circular?

“Riddle of the Apocalypse ” 

Draws Comments 

I was very surprised and disappointed 
at David Massa's article, "The Riddle of 
the Apocalypse" (June 1986, p. 1146-50). 
Its misleading, false and incomplete pre- 
sentation of evidence, unscholarly reason- 
ing and outrageous introduction of per- 
sonal beliefs are not what I have come to 
expect from The Numismatist. 

Many of the "facts" on which Dr. Mas- 
sa bases his conclusion are blatantly un- 
true. For example: "As was customary for 
Roman leaders, Constantine most likely 
rode a white horse, and his garments must 
have been bloodied from his many recent 
confrontations." According to Virgil, a 
Roman author, not only were white 
horses not prized by ancient leaders, they 
were universally disdained in Roman 
times because they were thought especial- 
ly weak (Basil Tozer, The Horse in His- 
tory, p. 67). 

As for bloody garments from "many re- 
cent confrontations," Constantine had 
not fought for months before the battle at 
Milvian Bridge (Ramsay MacMullen, Con- 
stantine, p. 72). Unless he had a conspic- 
uously bad dry cleaner, the emperor's 
wardrobe was probably spotless. 

If one examines the elementary numis- 
matic evidence, it is easy to discount Dr. 
Massa's contrived theory about the por- 
trait of Constantine showing bulging eye- 
balls, a sign of "exophthalmic goiter," 
which would give him "fiery" red eyes. 
These bulging eyes are a common feature 
on coin portraiture of all 4th-century em- 
perors, and are symptomatic of artistic ex- 
aggeration rather than a strange disease. 

For the past several centuries, most 
scholars have agreed that it is most un- 
likely that Constantine even had a vision. 
For one thing, according to author and his- 
torian Ramsey MacMullen, "it is almost 
certain that the labarum ( chi rho banner) 
as a whole postdates 312; so also the chris- 
ma [chi rho)" (MacMullen, p. 73). Con- 
stantine himself, on his famous triumphal 
arch erected in 315 (and still standing), at- 
tributed his victory to the divine aid of 
Sol, the pagan sun god (Alistair Kee, Con- 
stantine versus Christ, p. 22, and Mac- 
Mullen, p. 73). 

Despite the existence of many his- 
torical documents from the period, the 
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only original source for the "vision" 
legend dates to after Constantine's death, 
in a book by his biographer, Eusebius, a 
historian with a ravenous appetite for 
questionable, supernatural occurrences 
(MacMullen, p. 72). MacMullen gives the 
probable origin of the legend: 

In later years, Constantine reshaped 
the incidents of his life according to 
prevailing religious and literary habits of 
thought. . . Constantine's miracle was 
a purely psychological event cast into a 
form dictated by the art and mythopoeia 
of the day. 

Dr. Massa's article would have been 
much more accurate and informative had 
he chosen to investigate the real reason 
behind Constantine's conversion. The an- 
nouncement of a Christian "miracle" 
solved many of the emperor's political and 
military problems (G.P. Baker, Twelve 
Centuries of Rome, pp. 496-99). Constan- 
tine was accustomed to using reports of 
miracles to further his political schemes. 
Just two years before the supposed chi rho 
vision, he announced that he had been 
shown a vision from Apollo (MacMullen, 
p. 66)! As to the contention that Constan- 
tine was "a righteous judge," I need only 
mention that he killed his son and had his 
wife boiled alive (David R. Sear, Roman 
Coins and Their Values, p. 289). 

Despite all of Dr. Massa's glaring fac- 
tual errors and omissions, what disturbs 
me most about his article is its postulate 
that the reader, in order to accept it, must 
be a believer in the sort of fundamental- 
ist occult Christianity that demands lit- 
eral acceptance of every wild apocalyptic 
prophecy. The publication of Dr. Massa's 
article represents a most inappropriate in- 
trusion of one person's private and con- 
troversial religious views into the pages 
of a magazine whose articles should be 
factual, logical, unbiased and capable of 
being appreciated by all readers. I would 
suggest that The Numismatist be unre- 
ceptive to articles that show such faulty 
logic, blatantly false "facts" and insulting 
imposition of personal religious beliefs.

Dr. Massa's article, "The Riddle of the 
Apocalypse," was well written, inter- 
esting and informative. However, I think 


one should be extremely cautious in mak- 
ing medical diagnoses based on portraits 
on coins, especially ancient coins struck 
from hand-cut dies. 

Being a veterinarian, I couldn't help but 
notice that the head of the horse behind 
Constantine is disproportionate or mal- 
formed, with a ptotic (drooping) eyelid. A 
number of disease conditions could be in- 
ferred, but I think it is more likely a case 
of the diecutter lacking the skills, time or 
inclination to replicate a horse's head. 

Assuming that the horse belonged to 
Constantine, I propose that a great and 
wealthy warrior of his status likely would 
not have ridden a sick or anatomically 
deformed horse.

Rather than solving an "age-old mys- 
tery," David J. Massa's "The Riddle of the 
Apocalypse" creates a new one. Specifical- 
ly, if Constantine the Great is identified 
as "the rider of the white horse" (as Massa 
speculates), how does Massa reconcile the 
balance of the Book of Apocalypse, which 
describes the ushering in of the "millen- 
nium" (the 1,000-year reign of Christ), the 
releasing of Satan for "a short time," and 
the judgment to follow? 

As a result of establishing Constantine 
as that rider, does Massa realize that he 
must place the date of the judgment some- 
time around A.D. 1350? The fact that the 
judgment did not occur then (nor has it 
occurred since) is one reason to argue 
against his theory. 

Other damage to Massa's speculation 
may be found in the relevant verses them- 
selves. In modem versions of the New 
Testament (King James, New Internation- 
al, New American Standard and others), 
the verses are punctuated differently than 
the quotations in Massa's article. This dif- 
ference in punctuation will result in con- 
clusions that are quite apart from those 
reached by Massa. In fact, the editors of 
each of those versions came to the con- 
clusion (as will most readers) that the 
rider described in Verses 11-16 is none 
other than Jesus Christ! In the case of the 
King James Version, Massa's "age-old 
mystery" was solved in A.D. 1611! 

The Book of Apocalypse is partly sym- 
bolic and partly literal. However, we who 
live in this age do not have the insight 
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that the author of the Book did. It is dan- 
gerous, therefore, to arbitrarily choose 
verses from the Book of Apocalypse to 
prove a point. By so doing, Massa has failed 
in his attempt to place the literal Constan- 
tine in the place of the symbolic Christ.

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Mint Suspects Fraud 

The United States Mint 
has announced that a pri- 
vate company — Federal 
Mint Corporation of Holly- 
wood, Florida — is selling so- 
called " Statue of Liberty 
Proof Sets" by newspaper 
advertisements and mail 
solicitation, offering a genu- 
ine U.S. Statue of Liberty 
$1 coin and 50-cent piece 
packaged with a privately 
minted gold medal. The 
public is advised that the 
gold medal is not the Statue 
of Liberty gold coin author- 
ized by Congress; the Feder- 
al Mint set is not packaged 
by the U.S. Mint; and the 
offering is in no way con- 
nected with the Federal gov- 
ernment or the U.S. Mint. 

According to Mint offi- 
cials: "It is clear that the 
language of this offering can 
mislead the unwary into be- 
lieving that the medal is a 
coin. Mailed advertising 
copy from the Federal Mint 
Corporation in fact refers to 
a '3-coin commemorative 
proof set.' The advertising 
refers to the privately minted 
gold medal as a 1986-D gold 
commemorative [implying 
that the piece was produced 
at the Denver Mint]. 

"The medal has the word 
LIBERTY and the year 1986 
on it — inscriptions required 
on coins. Additionally, the 
presentation case markedly 
resembles the U.S. Mint's 
own Statue of Liberty case 
in shape, color and outer 
design. Taken together, 
these factors could easily 
confuse the public into 
thinking they are dealing 
with a genuine gold coin. 

We emphatically repeat that 
this item is not a coin, and 
is not sanctioned by the 
U.S. Mint. 

"We are referring this mat- 
ter to the U.S. Postal Service 
for immediate investigation 
whether these advertisements

New Monetary 
Unit for Peru 

With inflation and devalu- 
ation at record levels, Peru- 
vians are using a new mon- 
etary unit called the "inti" 
(meaning "sun" in the an- 
cient Incan language), which 
equals 1,000 of the old "sol" 
denomination. Approximate- 
ly 9 million inti coins, fresh 
from the mint, began circu- 
lating in May, and inti bank 
notes will be introduced in 
January 1987. 

Explaining the new unit, 
a government spokesman 
said "the idea is to elimi- 
nate so many zeros" (the 
inti currently equals only 
10 U.S. cents). 


Texas Police Attack 
Numismatic Crime 

More than 35 criminal in- 
vestigators representing law 
enforcement agencies in 
northern Texas were intro- 
duced to numismatic crimi- 
nology at a seminar in Ar- 
lington. Developed by Lieu- 
tenant Doug Davis, a former 
coin dealer who joined the 
Pantego, Texas, police de- 
partment 10 years ago, the 
seminar provided officers 
with a basic overview of 
numismatics, including 
grading and pricing. Numer- 
ous scams involving coins 
were detailed, as well as in- 
formation about various col- 
lector and dealer organiza- 
tions, coin shows and auc- 
tions, and the function of 
the Secret Service in elimi- 
nating counterfeit currency. 

Davis, who organized 
what he believes to be the 
first state-certified course in

numismatic criminology, 
gained expertise through the 
recent apprehension of sus- 
pects who robbed and killed 
ANA member Robert Ros- 
berg of the Artex Coin and 
Stamp Company in Arling- 
ton, Texas. Davis was a 
close friend of Rosberg's and 
drew upon his numismatic 
connections to trace the 
loot from the robbery to the 
Long Beach coin show. The 
last of three suspects in the 
case was charged in May. 

As a result of the Texas 
seminar, a Numismatic 
Crime Information Center 
has been established to help 
law enforcement agencies 
track trends in numismatic 
crime. Davis says he ex- 
pects another seminar to be 
scheduled for next January 
or February, with statewide 
promotion of the event to 
begin in October. 

Greek Coins Break 
Six-Figure Barrier 

'The Greek coins took 
right off," reports Alan 
Walker of Bank Leu, Zurich, 
describing the firm's May 
sale of ancient coins that cli- 
maxed in a hammer price of 
$110,140 for a Syracusan sil- 
ver tetradrachm (410 B.C.) 
signed by Eucleidas. The ob- 
verse bears a facing head of

Athena with ornate plumed 
helmet, encircled by dolphins, 
while the reverse features a 
quadriga galloping to the 
left below a winged Nike. 

A silver tetradrachm in 
superb condition from Am- 
phipolis, Macedonia, was bid 
to $104,633. Struck in about 
420 B.C., it features on the 
obverse a facing bust of 
Apollo with curly locks. 

The reverse depicts a flam- 
ing candle within a square, 
along with legend. 

A gold medallion of 10 
aureii weight of Gordian III, 
with a catalog estimate of 
$234,000, went unsold at a 
bid of $206,512. 


Indian Head Nickel 
Brings $25,000 

A brilliant uncirculated, 
fully-struck 1918/17-D In- 
dian Head 5-cent piece 
changed hands for $25,000 
recently in a private sale 
negotiated between Jack 
Hertzberg of Hertzberg Rare 
Coin Investments, Tacoma 
Washington, and Walter 
Burks of Joe Flynn Rare 
Coins, Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. According to Burks, 
the coin was consigned 
from an Ohio collector who 
purchased it from Flynn in 
1975 for $12,000. 

The sale represents one of 
the highest prices paid for a 
copper-nickel 5-cent piece, 
surpassed only by the 1913 
Liberty Head nickel and 
another 1918/17-D Indian 
Head nickel, which brought 
$45,000 during the 1979-80 
"boom" period.

Hiker Finds 
Mercury Dime 

Last September, Emory 
Ellsworth, a junior at The 
Colorado College in Colo- 
rado Springs, found some 
cash during a hike up a 
mountain near the resort 
town of Aspen. According 
to The Aspen Times, about 
200 yards from the top of 
Aspen Mountain, Ellsworth 
spotted a small, shiny coin 
and picked it up. Casually 
inspecting the find, he noted 
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the Mercury head and the 
1916 date and assumed the 
dirty, but well-preserved, 
piece was worth something 
more than 10 cents. 

Ellsworth slipped the dime 
in his wallet and promptly 
forgot about it. Seven months 
later, he dropped by the ANA 
on a lark, and produced the 
coin and the story of his 
find. The coin was handed 
around ANACS, examined, 
ogled and dropped back into 
Ellsworth's hand. 

"So, how much is it 
worth?" he asked. 

"About eight," replied the 
authenticator. 

"Eight dollars, eh?" 

"No. Eight hundred!" 

Ellsworth promptly gained 
a greater appreciation of his 
find, for the piece carried the 
"D" mintmark. A mintage 
of only 264,000 makes the 
dime the rarest of the series.

San Francisco Dig 
Yields Coins, Artifacts 

Archaeologist Allan Pas- 
tron has uncovered several 
old United States coins 
among an estimated 2 mil- 
lion artifacts from the Gold 
Rush era, found recently at 
a San Francisco construc- 
tion site. Included are two 
Coronet cents, dated 1837 
and 1846, and a Seated Lib- 
erty quarter dollar, which 
was discovered in fill mate- 
rial covering the main body 
of artifacts. 

Pastron's exploration began 
when he performed an ex- 
ploratory bore before con- 
struction, which is required 
by California law. The sam- 
ple revealed evidence of arti- 
facts. The archaeologist ini- 
tially thought the remains 
were a shipwreck, but, after 
several weeks of excavation, 
it became evident that the 
material was part of a busi- 
ness inventory. 

Local archives confirm the 
site is that of W.C. Hoff's 
General Store, built on a 
pier over San Francisco Bay. 
Pastron said the dig was the 
most difficult of his 10 San 
Francisco-area projects be- 
cause the material was em- 
bedded in a 2-foot-thick 
layer of earth lying 8 feet 
below the level of the bay, 
which necessitated constant 
pumping of water out of the 
site. Excavation began in De- 
cember 1985 and was com- 
pleted in early May. After 
cleaning and cataloging, the 
artifacts will be loaned to 
area museums. 

Hoff's store burned on the 
night of May 3, 1851, ignited 
by a gang called the Sydney 
Ducks, a group of British 
criminals who immigrated 
to San Francisco after serv- 
ing time in the British penal 
colony in New South Wales, 
Australia. The Ducks were 
notorious for setting fire to 
buildings at one end of town 
and then looting the other 
end while everyone was 
busy quenching the flames.

Next year could be an eventful one 
for paper money collectors, art histori- 
ans and anyone interested in graphic 
art. American Bank Note Company 
(ABNCo) is considering a program 
whereby subscribers would receive on 
a monthly basis a group of vignettes, 
each printed from original engraved 
steel plates. However, to launch this 
program a minimum of 5,000 subscrib- 
ers is necessary. 

Monthly packages, including a data 
sheet, would be devoted to particular 
topics, such as horses, ships, trains or 
American Indians. In subsequent 
months, issues of additional sheets, 
each with a minimum of six vignettes, 
eventually would complete a given top- 
ic. This innovative program would pro- 
vide the collector and historian with 
information about the designers and 
engravers who created the vignettes. In 
addition, the data sheet would list a 
number of bank notes, stock certifi- 
cates and bonds on which these lovely 
scenes and portraits appear. 


Interest in vignettes on security pa- 
per has grown during the past five 
years because of increased fascination 
with old stock certificates and bonds, 
most of which were prepared by ABNCo. 
In many instances bank note collec- 
tors, looking for additional security pa- 
per items to complement their collec- 
tions, began to collect stocks and 
bonds. Then there are collectors who 
became intrigued with stocks and 
bonds because of the beautiful vignettes 
that adorn the large certificates. For all 
who have an interest in security paper 
or in graphic art, the ABNCo program 
would be a rare opportunity. 

ABNCo can trace its beginnings to 
Robert Scot, who in 1793 was the first 
engraver at the U.S. Mint. In the early 
1800s economic expansion demanded a 
convenient method of payment for 
goods and services, and, although the 
debacle of the eventually worthless 
Continental Currency was fresh in the 
minds of most Americans, private banks 
and paper money was the answer.

Robert Scot and his protege John 
Draper were at the forefront of the 
new field of bank note printing, which 
developed into a major industry by the 
1860s. (We could say that Paul Revere 
is the father of security engraving in 
this country, but, because of a lack of 
confidence in paper money, there was 
a lull from 1795 when Revere per- 
formed his engraving work, until the 
economy demanded that paper money 
be reconsidered.) 

After Draper came the genius Jacob 
Perkins, who revolutionized bank note 
engraving and printing with his many 
inventions. The use of copper plates 
yielded only about 5,000 impressions 
before wearing down to the point at 
which they needed repair or replace- 
ment, resulting in plates that were not 
precisely the same as the original. The 
introduction of longer-lasting steel 
plates provided greater uniformity, 
thereby discouraging counterfeiters. 
Perkins was not the innovator of this 
change, but he did develop a process 
called siderography, a transfer method 
by which a steel plate could be dupli- 
cated again and again. 


Gideon Fairman was next in this 
parade of engravers. In 1813 the firm 
of Murray, Draper, Fairman— the com- 
pany that succeeded Robert Scot in 
1810 — was the first to engrave and 
print U.S. Treasury notes. This 
$5,000,000 issue was followed by more 
U.S government work by Rawdon, 
Wright & Hatch. (That confidence in 
ABNCo continues today, with the 
company preparing postage stamps and 
food coupons under contract for the 
U.S. government.) 

Other divergent lines of engraving 
companies — including those founded 
by Charles Toppan (1829); Ralph 
Rawdon (1816); Abner Reed and 
Mosley Isaac Danforth (the Hartford 
Graphic Company, 1817); Charles 
Welsh (1841); and Hall, Packard & 
Cushman (1839)— came together in 
1858 to become the "Association," as 
ABNCo was first called. In 1879 the 
company became even stronger when 
it merged with, or acquired, seven ad- 
ditional bank note companies. The 
number of engraved plates that were 
added to the parent company's inven- 
tory was, to say the least, considerable. 

The passage of the National Bank 
Act in 1863 and the industrial expan- 
sion that followed the Civil War 
brought more business to ABNCo than 
its founders could have imagined when

the company was organized. ABNCo 
headquarters occupied the former of- 
fices of Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Ed- 
son in the Merchants' Exchange in 
lower Manhattan as the temporary 
main office. It was here that the 
historic scenes were engraved for the 
backs of the first national bank notes 
by engravers Frederick Girsch ($10 
"DeSoto Discovering the Mississippi" 
and $100 "Signing of the Declaration 
of Independence"), Charles Burt ($20 
"The Baptism of Pocahontas") and 
W.W. Rice ($50 "Embarkation of the 
Pilgrims"). The expanding company 
moved in 1867 to 142 Broadway, where 
the 17-year-old G.F.C. Smillie produced 
his first engraving for ABNCo. 

From 1882 to 1911, 78-86 Trinity 
Place served as ABNCo's next home. 
When all the equipment for making 
security paper was moved about 10 
miles north to a new plant in the 
Bronx, the American Stock Exchange

moved into ABNCo's former quarters. 
To house the company's executive of- 
fices, a new building was constructed 
at 70 Broad Street, just around the cor- 
ner from the former offices at Trinity 
Place. The Broad Street location con- 
tinues to serve as the company's ex- 
ecutive headquarters. 

Just over a year ago, ABNCo moved 
its engraving and printing facilities to 
a new one-level plant in Ramapo, New 
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York. At certain times of the year in 
this rural setting, engravers can look 
up from their tables, situated along the 
windows to catch the morning light, 
and see Canada geese on the lawn. 

In the Ramapo facility, bank notes 
are engraved and printed for a number 
of world governments, and daily action 
on Wall Street keeps the company busy 
with preparation of stock certificates. 

Numerous documents and forms 
that could be counterfeited are now on 
the list of items made by ABNCo. The 
credit card, a prime target for counter- 
feiters, is just one of many ABNCo 
products. The hologram, that three- 
dimensional security device that 
moves with the light, has almost be- 
come an ABNCo hallmark. ABNCo 
now produces some bank notes using 
Tyvek® Certibond. Developed with 
the DuPont Company, this durable 
material cannot be tom and lasts three 
times longer than bank note paper. 

Now, although small in comparison 
to its other contract obligations, ABNCo 
wants to produce, specifically for 
those interested in graphic art, a series 
about the security vignette. For the 
most part, these miniature master- 


pieces were engraved by Charles Burt, 
Louis Delnoce, Owen G. Hanks, Loren- 
zo Hatch, Alfred Jones, J.P. Ourdan and 
the Smillies — J., J.D. and G.F.C. — names 
that have been etched into the history 
of intaglio security engraving. I don't 
know the date of the earliest engraved 
plate stored at ABNCo, but I wouldn't 
be surprised if some made by Draper & 
Underwood in about 1828 are still se- 
curely held in the company's archives. 

With such an extensive inventory of 
engraved plates, a program like the one 
contemplated could go on for a decade

or more. The bank notes of a country 
often mirror its society. Bank notes 
issued in the United States during the 
mid 1800s bear vignettes of the Ameri- 
can Indian, farming scenes, developing 
railroads, ships, animals (especially 
horses, those beautiful animals neces- 
sary for work and transportation) and, 
of course, American statesmen. As 
mentioned previously, bonds and stock 
certificates bear many of these same 
vignettes plus others indigenous to the 
issuing company. 

In some instances, a particular vi- 
gnette was used infrequently, perhaps 
only on one issue of notes or certifi- 
cates, and thus is rare or difficult to 
find. Through the ABNCo subscription 
series we would have an opportunity 
to add some of these heretofore unob- 
tainable works of art to our collections 


for an affordable price. 

During the Memphis International 
Paper Money Show in June and the 
ANA's 95th Anniversary Convention 
in Milwaukee in August, ABNCo dis- 
played samples of the vignette sheets 
they hope to issue for collectors. The 
annual price of the vignette series will 
be $150. If interested, you should write 
to Aurelia Chen, Product Manager, 
American Bank Note Company, 70 
Broad Street, New York, NY 10004. 

I, for one, sincerely hope that 
enough collectors, historians and just 
ordinary people demonstrate a will- 
ingness to subscribe to this series. If 
not, these beautiful examples of the 
engraver's art and the vital information 
that applies to each will remain locked 
in the archives of the American Bank 
Note Company.

AMERICA’S FORGOTTEN EARLY COPPERS 

NORMAN G. PETERS ana 65135 


S hortly after winning independence 
from Great Britain, the 13 original 
colonies forming the new United States 
of America discovered that their hard-won 
freedom was not the solution to the finan- 
cial woes of prior colonial days. Inflation 
remained rampant; the outflow of hard 
money to European industrial nations for 
much-needed machinery and manufac- 
tured goods had not abated. 

Indeed, local commerce found coppers 
(the principal circulating coin) to be in 
short supply. The limited number of cop- 
pers in circulation consisted, for the most 
part, of well-worn halfpence of George II 
and III, struck in Great Britain prior to 
1776 and intended initially for circulation 
only in England. Also circulating was a 
large number of lightweight counterfeit 
halfpence (Figure 1), which, for the most 
part, were struck in Birmingham and sent 
to the United States disguised as ship- 
ments of hardware. 

Attempting to alleviate the shortage of 
coppers, Vermont (at the time still an in- 
dependent republic, not joining the Union 
as the fourteenth state until March 4, 
1791) and Connecticut granted to private 
contractors on June 15 and October 20, 
1785, the right to coin coppers. New Jer- 
sey followed with a similar grant on May 
23, 1786. By mid- 1786, these private mints 


were producing coppers in fairly large quan- 
tities; however, their efforts did little to 
alleviate the shortage. 

E arly in 1787, Thomas Machin, an en- 
gineer by trade who recently had 
served in the Continental Army, con- 
ceived a coinage plan for New York State. 
On March 3, 1787, he petitioned the state 
legislature for permission to coin coppers. 

On April 18, Machin and five others, in- 
cluding James Atlee, a skilled die sinker, 
entered into a partnership, purportedly to 
manufacture hardware. " Machin' s Mills" 
was located at the outlet of Orange Lake 
in New Grange (now Newburgh), New 
York, but little if any manufacturing of 
hardware actually occurred there. On June 
7, 1787, Machin and company accepted 
four more partners, one of whom was 
Reuben Harmon, holder of a grant for the 
copper coinage of Vermont. With Har- 
mon's Vermont grant and Atlee's skills, 
the newly formed company soon began 
striking Vermont coppers to fulfill Har- 
mon's contract (Figure 2). 

Atlee also must have prepared the dies 
for the proposed New York coinage, in- 
cluding the rare Excelsior pieces and 
others of the time. Realizing that a New 
York grant was unlikely, Machin had At- 
lee prepare a series of dies with the George

Ill obverse and Britannia reverse (Figure 
3), most of which were dated from 1771 
to 1788 (one die with a George II obverse 
is dated 1747). We probably never will 
know if Machin was unaware that Great 
Britain had suspended coinage of all cop- 
pers in 1775 because of widespread coun- 
terfeiting, or if he simply used later dates 
to spite the New York legislature. The 
fact remains that the bulk of Machin's 
coppers carried dates later than 1775. 

I n 1787 Machin, having gained posses- 
sion of the dies through Harmon, be- 
gan unauthorized minting of Connecticut 
coppers (Harmon also was in partnership 
with William Buell, owner of a patent to 
strike Connecticut coppers). Many 1788 
and some 1786 and 1787 Connecticut cop- 
pers were struck at Machin ; s Mills (Figure 
4). It is generally accepted that some New 
Jersey coppers were also products of this 
mint, in particular the 1787 'Camel Head" 
series (Maris numbers 56 through 58) 
(Figure 5). 

Early in 1788, Machin's operations be- 
gan muleing dies intended for the Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, George III and even 
the New York pattern coinage. Whatever 
the reason (a shortage of dies?), this min- 
gling of dies provides the numismatist 
with an undeniable link attributing these 
pieces to a single mint. Further proof is 
found in Atlee's punches for letters and 
ornaments, which produced the same 
defective and unusually shaped letters 
found on these other coppers. 

The initial products of Machin's Mills 
were known as "coppers" rather than half- 
pence, and were readily accepted at 20 to 


the shilling. By mid- 1788, the number of 
coppers in circulation had increased so 
rapidly that the glut forced the exchange 
rate to fluctuate between 48 and 60 to the 
shilling, which, coupled with rising pro- 
duction costs, spelled the demise of the 
mint's activities early in 1789. Thus ended 
a turbulent and romantic era in American 
history, which provided a rich and reward- 
ing inheritance for numismatists.

The following list of Machin's Mills die varieties, which, to the best of my knowl- 
edge, contains all known pieces attributed to Machin's Mills, uses the numbering system 
devised by Robert Vlack and the format used by Henry Miller in his "State Coinage 
of Connecticut." Numbers in parentheses are known reverse or obverse die combina- 
tions. Ryder-Richardson numbers are from John Richardson's "Copper Coins of Ver- 
mont," The Numismatist, vol. 60 (1947), which encompasses the numbering system 
used by Hillyer Ryder in "The Colonial Coins of Vermont," The American Journal 
of Numismatics, vol. liii. 

Machin's Mills halfpence can be identified by several general diagnostics. Obverses 
show mostly round faces with fat cheeks, puckered lips and almond-shaped eye. Most 
obverses that are muled with 1787 or 1788 reverses show hair detail starting from a 
single point or knot at the back of the head. 

Reverses carry dates from 1776 to 1788 (Great Britain suspended copper coinage in 
1775). Most reverses have a numeral "1" for the first digit of the date, while most British 
counterfeits have a first numeral resembling a lower case letter "j." Shield rays on 
Machin's Mills pieces are composed of thick, single lines, while British pieces show 
thin, parallel double lines.

GEORGIVS. II. REX. 

This is the only George II issue. Bust facing left; first G 
very close to bust; very large periods, with the last period 
between points of ribbon ends. (47A)

GEORGIVS III. REX. 

No period after GEORGIVS; small head and shoulders; 
both ribbon ends point to first G; final I in in low and 
tipping to right. Most pieces have two small die defects 
above bridge of nose. (71 A)

GEORGIVS. III. REX. 

Small head; pointed nose; upper ribbon end points be- 
tween G and E, lower end to shoulder; detail of armor 
appears separated in front of bust. Usually has a promi- 
nent die break starting at front of bust and extending to 
lower left rim.

Large head; bust rounded at front (as if attempting to 
avoid proximity of REX); upper ribbon end points to cen- 
ter of E, lower end to space between G and shoulder; very 
sloped forehead; R in REX distant from EX; left tip of bust 
very close to milling. Usually has die scratch from bow 
knot upward to R of GEORGIVS. (72A and 76 A) 


7 . 

GEORGIUS. III. REX. 

U instead of V in GEORGIUS; small head; large shoulders,- 
upper ribbon end points to center of E, lower end to space 
between G and shoulders. Usually on large planchet. (72B 
and 74 A) 



8 . 

GEORGIVS. Ill REX. 

Small head with smile; no period after III; upper ribbon 
end points to right part of E, lower end to center of first 
G; I in GEORGIVS high and leaning left. Often seen with 
die bulge above head. (74A) 

9 . 

GEORGIVS III REX 

Small, very crude head; incomplete Gs in GEORGIVS; 
crossbars missing; legend lacks punctuation; REX wide- 
ly spaced; upper ribbon end points to upright of E, lower 
end to between G and shoulder; face very flat at nose; 
ribbon knot opposite R. (76B and 87 NY, Indian reverse) 



10 . 

GEORGIVS. III. REX. 

Quite crude, not same style as most of this series; 
GEORGIVS usually not well struck up ; RE in REX close,- 
X distant from E and period; ribbon ends close together 
and close to shoulder. (77 A) 
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11 . 

GEORGIVS III. REX. 

No period after GEORGIVS; bust definitely in Atlee's 
style, with puckered lips and sloped forehead; both 
periods low at a level with the bottom of the letters, with 
the last distant from X ; both ribbon ends point to G. 
(78 A) 


12 . 

GEORGIVS III. REX. 

No period after GEORGIVS; final period low and partly 
below X; large head; first I of III close to forehead; upper 
ribbon end points to extreme right part of E, lower end 
to right side of G; X lower than RE. (78B)

GEORGIVS III.REX. 

Small, silly-looking bust, with puckered lips and almond- 
shaped eye ; G in GEORGIVS distant from E ; no period 
after GEORGIVS; both periods low, partly below letter- 
ing; upper ribbon end points to upright of E, lower end 
to right side of G. (78B, 1787 Connecticut Miller G.2 and 
1788 Connecticut Miller reverse D)

GEORGIVS.III.REX 

Mentioned here only for completeness, this piece, unlike 
any other in the group, seems to be the product of an- 
other North American mint — perhaps the rumored 
North Swansea mint. Thin, muscular neck; long pointed 
nose,- legend close to and partly touching milling; final 
G and I in GEORGIVS widely spaced; III and REX very 
close; X very distant from bust. Die usually buckled in 
front of bust. (84A)

GEORGIVS III.REX. 

Very crude bust; VS low ; R in REX high; X misshapen,- 
III lower than REX; final period at point of bust; milling 
fine and irregular. (New York Immune Columbia reverse) 
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16 . 

GEORGIVS III REX and "CT” 

This GEORGIVS ID REX obverse and another designated 
"CT," attributed by Robert Vlack as struck in America, 
are of a different style and workmanship, and are includ- 
ed here only for completeness, as they appear not to be 
from Machin's Mills. 

GEORGIVS m REX obverse shows very crude style; bust 
to right, very large nose ; letters display poor style and 
very uneven baseline; die bulge at left of bust. A very 
scarce variety. (86 A) 

The very rare AUCTORI. .CONNEC. obverse ("CT"), also 
paired with reverse 86A, is crude but has better facial 
detail. Hair detail as on the Negro head Connecticut dies; 
nose appears "stuck up"; very large leaves in wreath. (86A) 


17 . 

GEORGIVS. III. REX. 

Large, tall bust; very slanted forehead; typical puckered 
lips and almond-shaped eye,- period after S touches head; 
V leans right; X high; all periods low, last period partly be- 
low X; three ribbon ends, all pointing to G. (87A and 87B) 



18 . 

GEORGIVS. III. REX. 

Round head; hair to central spot on back of head; 
puckered lips and almond-shaped eye ; tails of Rs longer 
than usual; bottom of R and E in REX joined; first period 
close to center of S, another two lower at bottom of let- 
ters; upper ribbon end points to upright of E, lower end to 
center of first G. Usually has many small die cracks. (87C) 



19 . 

GEORGIVS III. REX. 

No period after S; round, fat face with puckered lips and 
almond-shaped eye,- final period very large and low; first 
period partly below R; die break connects V and S at cen- 
ters; upper ribbon end points to center of E, lower end 
curls up and points to top of ribbon. (87C) 



20 . 

GEORGIVS III. REX. 

No period after S; fat face with puckered lips, double chin 
and almond-shaped eye ; EO and RG very close; upper rib- 
bon end points between G and E, lower end almost 
touches shoulder; R and E distant in REX. (87C) 
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21 . 

GEORGIVS m. REX. 

Squat, round head; puckered lips and almond-shaped eye ; 
no period after S, which is very close to head; each I in 
m slightly higher than preceding I ; last period large and 
partly below X; upper ribbon end points to upright of E, 
lower end to space between G and E. Many small die 
scratches among letters of GEORGIVS, and another crack 
from first I to rim. This die combination also is evident 
in a very late die state, with a severe bulge in the field 
below chin and tops of most letters missing. (87C and 87D) 



22 . 

GEORGIVS. III. REX. 

Rather large head; GEORGIVS crowded; large serrated 
border; first I of III high; R distant from E in REX; S 
touches head; upper ribbon end points to left tip of E, 
lower end to left part of G. (88 VT) (This piece also is 
collected as part of the Vermont series because it is paired 
with a Vermont reverse die found muled with Ryder 25, 
28, 29 and this obverse, which is called 31 by Ryder. The 
same reverse die also is used with Connecticut 1788 
Miller 1-1.) (Figure 4)

Very slanted, high forehead; puckered lips, almond- 
shaped eye and Roman nose; no period after S, period 
before and after III, no period after REX; each I is a bit 
higher than the preceding I; ribbon ends very thick, up- 
per end points to first G, lower end almost on shoulder.

VERMON AUCTORI 

Although this piece is, in fact, a Vermont die, it surely 
belongs to this series and thus is designated as obverse 
die #24.

N 
touches head, and so does A. The nose points directly 
to the upright of T. Lower ribbon end just touches the

Upright figure,- branch hand points to left leg of A; NIA 
very close to double date line and extremely distant from 
pole arm; date even, leans slightly to right; pole ends to 
left of 1 of date, about half the distance from 1 to rim ;

Smaller figure than usual; short, very thin branch arm, 
hand points to center of A; TAN very closely spaced; NIA 
distant from pole arm,- double date line, lines well apart,

BRITAN NIA. 1787 

Short branch arm points to upright of T ; top leaf of 
branch ends under left leg of N; double date line; digits 
of date even and not touching line; pole ends in line with 
upstroke of first seven.

Well-executed figure; branch arm points to upright of T ; 
tip of branch ends between A and N ; double date line with 
large, even digits; pole ends over left tip of 7. (Obverse 23) 

88CT. 

INDE ★ ET^ LIB^ 1788 

This is the same die used to strike Connecticut Miller 
reverse D. Large figure; branch arm points to first star 
(six-pointed stars in legend); top leaf of branch close to 
upright of T; double date line with digits very close to- 
gether; pole ends to right of upright of 7 ; die breaks from 
second E to rim and from second I to rim. (Obverse 13, 
also 1788 Connecticut obverses 2 and 16.1) 



88VT. 

INDE + ET + LIB + 1788 

This is the same die used to strike the reverses of Ver- 
mont Ryder-Richardson numbers 25, 28, 29 and 31. Small 
figure leans to left; branch hand points between N and 
D; small scant branch; single date line, 1 leans to left; 
pole ends well to left of 1 of date,- die usually causes cop- 
per to be thick in center. This die also is muled with the 
Connecticut Miller obverse die #1 of 1788. (Obverse 22)

A few years ago the American Numismatic Association 
acquired by donation a rather ramshackle, unprepossessing 
house located on the main street of Victor, Colorado.

Lessons Learned on the Yellow Gold Road

Recently coin collectors have had a 
glimpse of what " inside information" can 
do for them — not the type of information 
that the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission is trying to root out of Wall Street, 
but the kind of knowledge possessed by 
students of numismatics. 

Olympic Commemoratives 

Public Law 97-220 was enacted on July 
22, 1982, authorizing the striking of the 
Olympic Commemorative coinage, in par- 
ticular the $10 gold coin. Alert numisma- 
tists who recognized and acted on several 
contributory elements that shaped the 
Olympic coin market owe their thanks to 
the Treasury for supplying the gold for the 
venture at the official rate of $42.22 per 
ounce, and to the Mint, not only for strik- 
ing the coins but for changing the produc- 
tion mixtures of proofs and uncirculated 
pieces. The Russians, by their absence at 
the 1984 Olympics, also deserve a hand 
for causing a change in the product mix 
offered to collectors. 

Initially the Mint made a great to-do 
about the gold pieces being the first coins 
minted at the U.S. Bullion Depository in 
West Point, New York, as well as the first 
gold coinage authorized in 50 years. But 
most collectors on the "yellow road called 
gold" were unimpressed with the majori- 
ty of the gloss information provided by 
press releases and commercial hawkers 
hired by the Treasury to promote the 
Olympic coins. 

Much of the controversy surrounding 
the two silver dollars and the $10 gold 
piece focused on the designs. The discus 
thrower on the 1983 silver dollar obverse, 
created by Elizabeth Jones, was compared 
to earlier issues from other countries, but 
overall it generated little noise. The 1984 
silver dollar obverse by Robert Graham, 
which depicted the entrance of the stadi- 
um, received pot shots well into and after 
the Olympics — more so when the actual

statues flanking the entrance were placed. 
(The statues couldn't defend themselves 
— they were headless.) 

Conceived by James Peed and designed 
by John Mercanti, the $10 gold design re- 
ceived a great deal of attention (the name 
"Dick and Jane Jogging" was applied to 
the obverse), but it managed to get off the 
ground. It also became the target of col- 
lector affection — not because of design or 
content, but as a result of the product mix. 

At this point, numismatic "inside in- 
formation" came into play. An original 
mintage of 2 million $10 Olympic coins 
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1984 gold $10 Los Angeles Olympic commemorative. 


(quite a batch!) did not generate much con- 
sumer attention, especially when sold with 
the two silver dollars for a price of $416 
per set. None of the gold coins were to be 
sold individually, according to initial in- 
formation provided by the Mint. How- 
ever, after only 100,000 gold coins had 
been sold, the Mint began offering the $10 
gold proof separately for $352. 

Concurrently, the Mint announced the 
availability of an uncirculated coin set 
containing the proof and the uncirculated 
1984-W $10, together with two proof 1984 
and 1985 silver dollars struck at the San 
Francisco Mint and the same two from 
the Philadelphia Mint. 

The uncirculated gold issue was the 
scarce one in the bunch, with only 190,000 
minted for the uncirculated sets. A few 
collectors jumped at the chance to order 
the uncirculated 1984-W $10, but evident- 
ly the Mint, with its goal of 2 million 
pieces, still was not off the hook. 

The surcharge tacked to every Olympic 
coin caused many collectors to pause 
when considering purchases. After all, the 
surcharge was established at $50 per gold 
coin or per set, and $ 10 was added to each 
silver coin, with the moneys earmarked 
for the U.S. Olympic Committee and the 
Los Angeles Olympic Organizing Com-

mittee. The $352 price tag on the $10 gold 
coin meant the price of the coin itself was 
fixed at $302. The gold used in the mint- 
age was purchased at $42.22 per ounce 
from the Treasury stockpile (most of 
which was "confiscated" at $20 per ounce 
from U.S. citizens during the Depression, 
when the country was taken off the gold 
standard). Each $10 gold coin contains a 
shade more than .48 ounce of gold, thus 
the gold required for one $10 coin cost the 
government approximately one-half of 
$42.22 — creating a large profit when de- 
ducted from the collector price of $352 for 
the same half-ounce of gold. 

After the Russians announced they 
would boycott the 1984 Olympics in Los 
Angeles, the Mint reevaluated the Olym- 
pic Coin Program. Afraid that a reduction 
in the number of countries competing in 
the games would correspondingly reduce 
profits from coin sales, Mint officials 
changed their strategy. 

The Treasury decided to strike a very 
limited edition of Olympic $10 gold com- 
memoratives at Philadelphia, Denver and 
San Francisco, hoping it would intrigue 
serious coin collectors. It most certainly 
did bring the real gold collectors from 
behind their krugerrands. 

Production quantities were set at 150,000 
coins from the Philadelphia, Denver and 
San Francisco Mints, and the maximum 
allowable from West Point was 1,360,000 
proof and 190,000 uncirculated issues. 
The announcement was welcome news, 
even more so when the coins were offered 
individually. 

The race was on for the $352 proof and 
the $339 uncirculated 1984-W gold pieces. 
The new offering became available in 
mid- 1984 (the Olympic Coin Program was 
scheduled to conclude by the end of the 
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same year). Although 150,000 gold coins 
wasn't a lot in light of numismatic his- 
tory, the figure was high considering that 
very limited quantities of the proof coins 
would ever see the light of day. (It's safe 
to assume that 99 percent will remain in 
collectors' hands for a long time.) Would 
a second wave of collector demand be 
strong in the next few years, increasing 
their value? The real gamble, though, was 
banking on the figures given by the Mint 
as the maximum mintage of the coins. 

After the mid-year announcement, it 
became a waiting game as monthly mint- 
age figures were scrutinized, finally re- 
vealing that actual quantities were much 
smaller than originally projected. By De- 
cember 1984 it seemed timely to order the 
coins, thereby beating the mintage figures 
and deletion of the program. The only 
trick left was to afford the price of the gold 
coins and meet the January 18, 1985, or- 
dering deadline. 

On January 3, 1985, Treasurer Kather- 
ine Ortega symbolically defaced the Olym- 
pic coinage dies, stating "the government 
will fully destroy all dies to make sure 
these coins are never minted again." 
Mintage for the $10 gold coins was given 
at 142,000 for the P, D and S mintmarks, 
which delighted collectors whose "cal- 
culated guesses" about short mintages 
were correct. 

By the end of March 1985 individual 
mint figures showed that sales for the 
Olympic $10 gold coins were not even 
close to the 150,000 allotted. Philadelphia- 
minted pieces totaled slightly more than 
31,000; 32,000 were struck at the Denver 
Mint; close to 50,000 were produced at 
San Francisco. West Point sales amounted 
to only 381,000 out of a production total 
(at that time) of 661,000 pieces. Sales of 
uncirculated issues were placed at 75,000 
from a 100,000 production run. 

Most of the silver coins suffered the 
same fate as far as actual sales were con- 
cerned. All in all, the Olympic Coin Pro- 
gram was worthwhile for many collectors, 
except for production counts. 

The gold pieces were expensive, but 
well worth the price. Gold issues are al- 
ways high-priced at first. The $10 Olym- 
pic commemorative, with its legal-tender 
status and denomination, coupled with 
the small quantities sold, should have 
surprised no student of numismatics as it

rose in value to almost double its issue 
price before the last coins were delivered 
from the Mint. 

Many backed off from the gold issue be- 
cause of past problems experienced with 
the government's gold medal series, which 
did not have legal-tender backing. Students 
of the art should study the ramifications. 

The Olympic series generated a bit of 
excitement — excitement very few had 
forecast. Program changes by the Mint also 
created a game of procrastination. 

Statue of Liberty Coinage 

Public Law 99-61, dated July 9, 1985, au- 
thorized production of the Statue of Liber- 
ty coinage — 10 million 90-percent silver 
dollars, 25 million copper-nickel half dol- 
lars and (here we go again) 500,000 $5 gold 
coins. The Act specified that all $5 gold 
coins be struck at one Mint facility. Con- 
gress, evidently remembering the various 
issues of the $10 Olympic gold, stipulated 
that 500,000 gold coins be produced in 
both proof and uncirculated conditions. 

Even though the Mint presented 1 1 pur- 
chase options for the Liberty coinage, the 
price structure and the mix of uncircu- 
lated and proof versions in the 500,000 
mintage actually caused the Liberty gold 
rush. The Mint pegged the $5 proof at a 
pre-issue price of $170 and the uncir- 
culated version at $160, each including a 
$35 surcharge for the Statue of Liberty — 
Ellis Island Foundation. "Inside informa- 
tion" — the belief that purchases of the 
proof version would account for a large 
portion of the 500,000 authorized coins — 
caused an "oops" in the price structure. 
You guessed it — many thought the uncir- 
culated version would probably be in 
short supply and, hence, the best buy. It 
was. A few months later the uncirculated 
$5 Liberty gold was selling at about five 
times its original price, while the proof 
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1986 U.S. $50 1-ounce gold bullion coin. 1986 U.S. $1 1-ounce silver bullion coin. 


valued only about two to three times its 
issue price. 

The designs of the gold Olympic and 
Liberty coinage had little to do with the 
escalating value of the coins. Although 
their precious-metal content and dated, 
legal-tender status helped make the gold 
issues interesting, the product mix and 
short supply really did the job. The Liber- 


ty gold pieces sold out after only one ad- 
vance notification to Mint customers. 

The next big step taken by the Mint 
will be the gold bullion pieces scheduled 
for release in October. Numismatists who 
know their subject as well as they know 
collectors and investors again will have 
a chance to make use of the "inside in- 
formation" at their disposal.

ISLE OF MAN 

Royal Wedding Crown 

Two crowns have been issued by the 
Isle of Man to commemorate the royal 
wedding of Britain's Prince Andrew and 
Miss Sarah Ferguson on July 23 at West- 
minster Abbey, London. Both 25-pence 
pieces share a common obverse featuring 
the Raphael Maklouf portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth II. The reverse of one coin 
shows conjoined busts of Andrew and 
Sarah facing left, encircled by THE WED- 
DING OF H.R.H. THE PRINCE ANDREW & 
MISS SARAH FERGUSON • ONE CROWN, 
while the second coin shows the couple's 
linked coats-of-arms and a similar legend. 

Two-crown sets are available in sterling 
silver proof, priced at US$77; sterling 
brilliant uncirculated, $52; silver-clad 
proof, $24; copper-nickel proof, $12; and 
regular business strike, $8, plus $2 postage 
per set (to a maximum of $5). Set mintage 
is 15,000, 20,000, 20,000, 50,000 and un- 
limited, respectively. Information about 
gold and platinum issues is available 
upon request.

UNITED KINGDOM 

1 986 Gold Proof Set 

Britain's 1986 gold proof set, comprising 
£2, one-sovereign and half-sovereign coins, 
provides a number of numismatic firsts. 
Most striking is the absence of Benedetto 
Pistmcci's famed rendering of "St. George 
and the Dragon" on the £2 piece, a design 
that has appeared on all British gold coins 
since 1893. 

Instead, to commemorate the XIII Com- 
monwealth Games held this summer in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, the special com- 
memorative £2 bears a representation of 
the Scottish thistle, entwined with laurel 
leaves and set against the Cross of St. An- 
drew. The 1986 £2 is the first of that de- 
nomination to be inscribed with its value 


(the first time since the 17th century that 
a value has appeared on any British gold 
coin) and also is the first British coin to 
commemorate a sporting event. 

The origins of the £2 can be attributed 
to its forerunner, the 2-guinea piece of the 
17th and 18th centuries, so named be- 
cause it was struck with gold mined in 
Guinea. Although produced in quantity, 
the 2 guineas circulated little, a trend also 
exhibited by the £2 piece. 

The first record of a £2 coin is found in 
a mint indenture dated February 6, 1817, 
during the reign of George III. The coin 
was not struck until after George's death 
in 1820, when a few proofs were issued, 
depicting George III on the obverse and 
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Pistrucci's design on the reverse. Demand, 
and consequently production, for the £2 
was quite limited in succeeding years. In 
1823 a minimal issue of 16,000 circulating 
gold £2 pieces was struck for George IV. 

The Pistrucci engraving was replaced 
with a draped shield for very limited 
proof-only issues in 1826 and 1831, which 
depicted George IV and William IV, respec- 
tively. No additional £2 coins were issued 
until Pistrucci's design was reintroduced 
for the Golden Jubilee of Queen Victoria 
in 1887, when 797 gold proof sets and 

91,000 £2 circulation coins were struck. 

During the first half of the 20th century, 
£2 gold coins were issued only to com- 
memorate the coronations of Edward VII 
(1902), George V (191 1), George VI (1937) 


and Elizabeth II (1953), the latter issue 
consisting of but a few proofs struck for 
national collections. Recently, the £2 oc- 
casionally has been issued as part of gold 
proof sets, the last being the 1985 four- 
piece set. 

All three pieces of the 1986 gold proof 
set feature a common obverse bearing 
Raphael Maklouf's portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth II. Mintage of the £2 is 17,500, 
of which 12,500 are contained in sets and 

5.000 are available individually. Sov- 
ereigns and half sovereigns are limited to 

25.000 each, half of which are available 
individually. The 1986 proof set sells for 
US$675; £2, $425; sovereign, $235; and 
half sovereign, $125, from the British 
Royal Mint.

FALKLAND ISLANDS 

Coin Marks Royal Wedding 

The Falkland Islands, a British colony 
located in the South Atlantic Ocean, has 
issued a special £25 coin to celebrate the 
wedding of Prince Andrew and Miss Sarah 
Ferguson, which occurred at Westminster 
Abbey in London on July 23. Struck in 
sterling silver proof by the British Royal 
Mint, the 65mm, legal-tender piece weighs 
150g and is limited to a mintage of 20,000. 

The reverse, designed by Royal Mint 
engraver Robert Elderton, shows the cou- 
ple in profile, facing each other within 
two conjoined oval frames, with the date 
1986 above. Raphael Maklouf's uncouped 
bust of Queen Elizabeth II appears on the 
obverse, encircled by QUEEN ELIZABETH 
II FALKLAND ISLANDS 25 POUNDS. The 
large commemorative is identical in size 
to the coin issued by the Falkland Islands 
in 1985 to mark its "centenary of self- 
sufficiency." 

Displayed in a special presentation case, 
the royal wedding coin sells for US$95 
from the British Royal Mint.

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EGYPT 

Silver Crown Marks National 
Soccer Champions 

A new £5 coin has been issued by Egypt 
to commemorate the winners of the na- 
tion's soccer championship, held in Cairo 
in March. The 37mm crown, containing 
17.5g of .720 silver and limited to a mint- 
age of 2,000, features on its obverse two 
soccer players, together with a map of 
Africa surmounted by the Pharaonic sym- 
bol of the Old Kingdom — an amulet de- 
picting a woman's face with the horns and 
ears of a cow. The reverse depicts a soccer 
ball atop an Arabic gate, the inscription 
ARAB REPUBLIC OF EGYPT, and the Hijri 
and Christian dates 1406 and 1986.

NETHERLANDS 

Gold Ducat Celebrates 400 Years 

The 400th anniversary of the Dutch 
gold ducat is marked this year with the 
issuance of a 1986 ducat that bears the 
original obverse design — the familiar stand- 
ing knight in full armor, holding in one 
hand a sword and in the other a sheaf of 
arrows — first used in 1586. Widely cir- 
culated throughout Europe since the 13th 
century, the ducat has been continuously 
minted at the Dutch Mint since 1583, 
always featuring a standing knight, 
modified over the years to conform to 
changing artistic taste. 

The reverse bears a scrolled tablet with 
Latin legend GOLD COIN OF THE KING- 
DOM OF THE NETHERLANDS ACCORD- 
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ING TO THE LAW OF THE EMPIRE. The 
obverse legend, UNION MAKES SMALL 
THINGS GROW, refers to the confedera- 
tion of the seven provinces of Holland. 
Containing 3.49g of .983 gold, the 21mm 
coin, priced at US$85 plus $2.50 postage, 
is sharply struck in brilliant proof condi- 
tion, housed in a leatherette presentation 
case and accompanied by an illustrated 
48-page souvenir booklet detailing the 
history of the ducat. Orders, which must 
be received by September 30, 1986, to be 
filled, should be directed to the Dutch 
Mint, P.O. Box 1057, Clifton, NJ 07014.

SWITZERLAND 

Gold , Silver Bullion Pieces 

Swiss bullion pieces called "Helvetias" 
have been introduced to the North Ameri- 
can market by the Helvetia Trading Cor- 
poration of America (HCTA), which re- 
ports the pieces are "approved" by the 
Swiss Finance Department. Struck in proof 
condition by the Swiss Mint and the 
Argor Mint, pure gold issues are available 
in Vio*, %-/ Vi * and 1 -ounce sizes; a pure 
silver piece weighs 5 troy ounces. Mintage 
for 1986 is 29,500, 19,500, 9,500, 8,500 
and 2,500, respectively. 



The obverse shows a seated figure of 
"Helvetia" with a sword and Swiss shield, 
surrounded by 23 stars representing the 
Swiss cantons, while the reverse depicts 
three men from the Cantons of Uri, 
Schwyz and Unterwalden, swearing eter- 
nal alliance before Lake Lucerne.

NCW Efforts Merit RCP Awards 


Roman Coin Project members were 
among the most enthusiastic and active 
supporters joining in this year's Na- 
tional Coin Week celebration. Held 
each spring, NCW is the most visible 
and widely observed event sponsored by 
the ANA to introduce the hobby to the 
public. For Roman Coin Project partic- 
ipants, however, National Coin Week 
holds additional significance, for the 
event is not complete until the winners 
of the annual NCW/RCP competition 
are announced. 

Each year, RCPers taking part in the 
NCW celebration have the option of 
entering a competition sponsored by 
the RCP, whereby they can win some 
very special Roman and Byzantine 
coins. The only requirement for entry 
is that mention of the RCP must be in- 
corporated in the contestants' National 
Coin Week projects. 

Before announcing the winners, let 
me point out the difficulty of selecting 
the best among the several superior en- 
tries submitted. The judges have no 
way of witnessing the actual projects, 
so they must rely heavily on the de- 
scriptions supplied by the participants. 
Taken into consideration were the clari- 
ty and neatness of the presentation, 
coupled with photographs and other 
useful criteria. 

The winning entry in the adult cate- 
gory was submitted by the team of 
Brian A. Smith of Jefferson City, Mis- 
souri, and David L. Vagi, a student at 
the University of Missouri at Columbia 
who just recently left the junior ranks. 

High on their list of accomplish- 
ments was successfully requesting Co- 


lumbia Mayor Rodney Smith, Jefferson 
City Mayor George Hartsfield and Mis- 
souri Governor John Ashcroft to official- 
ly proclaim NCW in their jurisdictions. 

Their other NCW projects included: 

1) Presenting to the Columbia Coin 
Club a program describing the advan- 
tages of RCP participation. 

2) Manning a coin identification, eval- 
uation and information table at the Co- 
lumbia City Library, where their attribu- 
tion of Roman and Byzantine coins drew 
a great deal of interest from the public. 

3) Displaying a very large collection 
of coins in the Jefferson City Library 
and preparing a smaller exhibit for the 
children's section. 

4) Writing articles for the Jefferson 
City Post-Tribune and ensuring that an- 
nouncements aired daily on all four Jef- 
ferson City radio stations. 

5) Setting up at the Capital Mall in 
Jefferson City two coin information 
tables with exhibits of many coins, 
placing particular emphasis on Roman 
coinage. To quote the winning duo, 
"We must say that the ancients gener- 
ated more interest than any other coins 
on display." 

6) Giving out 1944-46 wheat cents to 
children, explaining that the coins were 
made from World War II shell casings 
because copper had become a critical 
war item. 

Many fine photographs and other 
useful information contributed to an 
outstanding entry, earning for Brian and 
David a fine denarius of Titus (A.D. 
79-81). Because one coin can't be divid- 
ed between two people, they also re- 
ceived a small bronze coin of Aelia Flac- 
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cilia (first wife of Theodosius I), which 
features on its reverse a representation 
of Victory seated right, inscribing a chi 
rho (Christogram) on a shield set on a 
stand. Smith and Vagi will have to de- 
termine ownership of each piece by flip- 
ping a coin! 

Winner in the junior category was 
Robert J. Novak of Cahokia, Illinois, a 
senior communications student at Ca- 
hokia High School. Bob is student man- 
ager of radio station WRTE, which 
means he can (and did) throw his weight 
around. For the entire month of April, 
Bob scheduled the broadcast of a half- 
dozen numismatic announcements sev- 
eral times daily, with double emphasis 
placed during NCW. Each radio mes- 
sage stressed NCW and the RCP. At the 
Cahokia Public Library during National 
Coin Week, he displayed his 125-coin 
collection, mostly comprising ancients, 
which attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion. Many questions were raised, all of 
which Bob deftly answered. For his ef- 
forts, Bob earned a denarius of Vespa- 
sian (A.D. 69-79), worth about $80. 

Second-place awards went to adult 
Lee A. Reynolds of Lancaster, Penn- 
sylvania, and to junior Brian Drake of 
Omaha, Nebraska. Lee received a follis 
of Constantine VII and Romanus I (A.D. 
920-49), a very early coin stating BY 
THE GRACE OF GOD KING OF THE RO- 


MANS. Brian won a handsome follis of 
Anastasius I (A.D. 491-518), who some- 
times is referred to as the first Byzan- 
tine emperor. These folli are valued at 
about $25 each. 

Honorable mentions go to Michael 
Folk of Milwaukee, Wisconsin; Douglas 
B. McDonald, Reno, Nevada; Tom A. 
Palmer, Longwood, Florida; and Doug 
Jennings, Petersburg, Michigan. Each of 
these winners received a small bronze 
coin of Aelia Flaccilla, previously men- 
tioned as the second coin awarded to 
the adult first-place winners. 

The superior coins awarded as prizes 
in the annual NCW/RCP competition 
make fine additions to any Roman coin 
collection. But you don't have to wait 
until next April to earn Roman and 
Byzantine coins — write to me now for 
a Roman Coin Request Form and get in- 
volved in the Roman Coin Project! 

Plans for next year's competition 
already are underway. However, I feel 
that my close association with the RCP 
should bar me, and my close colleagues, 
from judging the entries. Consequent- 
ly, I am searching for several individuals 
(or possibly a club) to take over future 
judging — a splendid job with little 
rewards but much satisfaction. I will 
continue to furnish the awards, as well 
as report their decision in my column.

A Numismatist is Bom 

This month I turn this column over to a “ guest writer,” as I occasionally have done in 
the past — this time Liz Arlin of the Bowers and Merena staff, who for the first time attend- 
ed an ANA Summer Seminar this past July. As an instructor at various ANA Summer Semi- 
nars since the 1970s, I know firsthand the enthusiasm that such get-togethers can engen- 
der. For a full week, collectors, dealers, investors and others gather to learn about any one 
of various subjects— authentication, grading, numismatic books, ancient coins, United States 
coins— you name it. 

Liz Arlin approached the Seminar not exactly as a beginner, for she has been a member 
of our staff since 1984 and in the interim has learned quite a bit about coins. However, 
Ray Merena and I felt that a trip to the Summer Seminar would be beneficial for her (as 
well as for Mary Lou Barrett, also of our staff). The topic chosen was “grading, ” admittedly 
one of the most popular subjects currently under the numismatic sun. No matter how much 
one knows about grading— and I have been grading coins for 33 years— it seems there is 
something new every month. Most recently, the ANA Board of Governors added grades such 
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as AU-58, MS-61, MS-62 and so on to the grading spectrum. But that’s another story, one 
worthy of many columns of print— space that I don’t have here (not to mention that I lack 
an inclination to write about grading). Thus, Liz Arlin writes the following. 


Excitement, fun, fellowship, friend- 
ship, numismatic knowledge — all of 
these were aspects of the 1986 Summer 
Seminar in Colorado Springs. The ex- 
citement began on Sunday, July 6, as 
students and instructors gathered at the 
Colorado Springs Fine Arts Center the- 
atre to hear guest lecturer Eric P. New- 
man, a scholar respected and admired 
in many numismatic fields, give an ed- 
ucational presentation titled "Solving 
Numismatic Riddles." 

The audience, swept back in time to 
Colonial America, learned of Benjamin 
Franklin's method of deterring counter- 
feit paper money in the Colonies by the 
use of leaf transfers imprinted on mon- 
ey. As with snowflakes, leaves are all 
unique, wherefore this method was 
quite successful for the time. Counter- 
feiters could not improve upon nature, 
so it seems! 

Perhaps most fascinating to me was 
learning the mystery and romance be- 
hind the "King of American Coins," the 
1804 silver dollar, a coin that didn't ex- 
ist until 1834. 1 had seen an 1804 silver 
dollar firsthand, as one passed through 
our firm as part of the Harry Einstein 
Collection sale in June 1986. 1 look for- 
ward to reading Newman's book on the 
subject, The Fantastic 1804 Dollar. Need- 
less to say, Sunday evening was just the 
beginning of a challenging, motivating, 
exciting and fun-filled week! 

Monday morning came and emotions 
ran high. The thought of being able to 
tap the vast storehouse of knowledge 
awaiting was thrilling to all of the par- 
ticipants with whom I talked. Qualified 
instructors of national repute, along 
with an enthusiastic group of students, 
made for an exciting combination. It 
was encouraging to see so many with 
one common interest — to leam all they 
could in this one week and then to share 
it with others at some future time. 

Dealing in the commercial side of 
coins in my occupation, I talk to many 
people who telephone only about in- 
vestment profits or some other aspect, 


not necessarily numismatics — people 
who often miss many of the pleasures 
that the hobby has to offer. It soon be- 
came clear to me that the Summer 
Seminar students loved coins and shar- 
ing their finds with others. I enjoyed the 
experience as much as anyone. 

While on the subject of enjoyment, 
I cannot overlook the trip many of us 
took to the summit of Pikes Peak. 
Departing on a modem cog railway 
from the base of the mountain, one 
hour or so later we arrived at the sum- 
mit. Seven different ponds are located 
along the way, one of which is called 
Lake Moraine, where, the guide said, 
"You can catch some beautiful rainbow 
trout (but not without a price. A $50 
fine is charged for trespassing, plus an 
additional $50 for fishing without 
authorization!)." At the mountain's 
summit, 14,110 feet above sea level, a 
gorgeous view of Colorado Springs and 
the Great Plains extends all the way to 
Kansas to the east, the Rampart Range 
to the north, Cripple Creek to the west 
and the Sangre de Cristo Range to the 
south. We returned to the dormitory 
that night with a feeling of content- 
ment from a day well spent, and with 
great anticipation for the rest of the 
week. And I was not disappointed. 

The remainder of the week was as 
much fun as the first two days. Class 
time for my course, "U.S. Coin Grad- 
ing," was filled with questions ranging 
from "How do you define MS-61?" to 
"What is the difference between a weak- 
ly stmck coin and one stmck from worn 
dies?" and such evidence of enthusiasm 
as "Can we start class early at 8:30 a.m. 
instead of 9:00 a.m.?" Our class con- 
sisted of 60 students, each eager to leam. 

The first two days in "Coin Grading" 
were spent viewing slides that helped 
clarify the difference between mint 
state and circulated coins,- die polish 
marks, hairlines and planchet stria- 
tions; and natural and artificial toning, 
as well as other useful information 
necessary for accurate grading. A trip to 
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the Denver Mint added valuable insight 
to all we had learned during the first 
few days and shed light on the entire 
complex process of producing coinage. 

Then came the fun — "hands-on" grad- 
ing. We were given coins to evaluate 
and later worked closely with our in- 
structors to iron out any questions or 
problem areas. The instructors definite- 
ly made the course. Students were 
blessed with some of the most enthu- 
siastic, energetic, knowledgeable and 
"fun" instructors anyone could ever 
hope to have — namely Ken Bressett, Bill 
Fivaz, Mary Sauvain and Bob Estremera. 
Each, eager to help us, untiringly an- 
swered every question we asked. 

The students were quite diverse in 
their geographical origins and interests. 
People came from all over the United 
States, with one attending from Mex- 
ico. All ages, from childhood to retire- 
ment, were represented, along with a 
variety of collecting interests ranging 
from mint state errors to Morgan dol- 
lars and type coins. Friendships were 
formed, the fellowship was real, and 
new avenues of collecting were opened. 


Each student went home with a height- 
ened interest in numismatics, along 
with many different collecting ideas. 

The week ended as it began — with a 
bang! Our graduation ceremony was 
held at the Flying W Ranch, located in 
Colorado Springs near the Garden of the 
Gods, an area of intriguing and beauti- 
ful rock formations. Each student was 
awarded a certificate as fellow class- 
mates applauded and cheered. After- 
ward, a lively concert followed a west- 
ern-style dinner. The atmosphere was 
wonderful. Smiles were on every face, 
and newly formed friendships deepened. 

The week sped by, but the memories 
and newly found knowledge will stay 
forever. The only consolation of leav- 
ing was the thought of another Summer 
Seminar in 1987— with things to learn 
and new ideas to share with new friends. 

Driving away from ANA Headquar- 
ters and the surrounding Colorado Col- 
lege, I realized that I wanted to go home 
and read and learn still more. The ro- 
mance, art, history and intrigue of nu- 
mismatics had hit me right between the 
eyes — a numismatist was bom.

Deductibility of Theft Losses 


To claim a tax deduction for a theft 
loss, you must establish that an unlaw- 
ful taking and removal of your money 
or property did occur. In this context, 
"theft" includes, but is not limited to, 
robbery, larceny and embezzlement. 
Money, numismatic items or other prop- 
erty taken as the result of extortion, 
kidnapping for ransom, threats or black- 
mail may, under some circumstances, 
also be considered theft. You must be 
able to prove that the removal of your 
property was illegal under the laws of 


the state in which it occurred and was 
carried out with criminal intent. 

A "mysterious disappearance" from 
your person or home of a numismatic 
collection or investments is not con- 
sidered a theft and cannot be deducted 
on your tax return. However, an acci- 
dental loss or disappearance of proper- 
ty may qualify as a "casualty" if it re- 
sults from an identifiable event that is 
damaging to property, is unusual in na- 
ture, and occurs suddenly and unexpect- 
edly (for example, a fire or auto accident).

A three-step procedure is followed to 
compute the deductible tax loss result- 
ing from a theft or casualty: 

1) Reduce each allowable loss by any 
insurance reimbursement. 

2) Deduct a $100 personal exclusion 
from each loss. (Unless the property 
was used in your business, the first 
$100 of each loss is not deductible.) 

3) Combine the net allowable per- 
sonal loss from each occurrence. The 
total allowable personal loss from thefts 
and casualties may only be deducted to 
the extent that it exceeds 10 percent of 
your adjusted gross income. 

For example, Edgar Anderson, whose 
adjusted gross income is $50,000, suf- 
fered personal property loss on three 
separate occasions in 1985 (see table 
above). In January $8,000 worth of In- 


dian Head cents were stolen, $5,000 of 
which was recovered through insur- 
ance; in April $12,000 worth of silver 
quarters were stolen ($7,000 insurance 
recovery); and in June $5,000 worth of 
Confederate currency was taken ($1,000 
insurance recovery). 

Tax Queries 

Q. Can I claim a loss on the sale of 
numismatic property to my wife? It is 
a perfectly legal sale, and I can prove 
that the selling price is legitimate. 

A, A loss resulting from the sale of 
numismatic property between spouses 
will be disallowed, even if the loss is 
genuine. However, the loss would be 
deductible if it resulted from a sale be- 
tween taxpayers who are not spouses.

The increased popularity of coin collecting — both as a hobby and an investment — has made 
consumers painfully aware that they should exercise caution in any transaction in which 
misrepresentation could alter the value of a numismatic item. In an attempt to educate 
consumers , Kenneth Bressett, chairman of the ANA Mediation Committee , offers the follow- 
ing comments in response to questions about advertised claims. 


Half Dollars — Cheap! 


File #113 

If you read many popular magazines, 
you may have seen the advertisement 
for "America's first commemorative 
type coin, the 1893 Columbus silver 
half dollar." This ad has been appear- 
ing in numerous publications for sev- 
eral years. Judging by its longevity, this 


sales effort must be rather successful. 

The ad is dignified, with an accurate 
description of the Columbian commem- 
orative and an actual-size photograph of 
the coin. There is nothing misleading 
in the copy, and buyer satisfaction is 
guaranteed with a prompt no-questions- 
asked refund good for 15 days. 
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Offering an unusual and old coin like 
this to the general public is not a bad 
way to catch their attention and build 
new interest in coin collecting. How- 
ever, most non-numismatists have nev- 
er heard of such a coin and probably 
cannot imagine one being available at 
a relatively low price. 

The condition of the pieces and their 
price probably are the greatest hazard 
to potential buyers. The coins are of- 
fered at $19.95 each in "discount rolls" 
of 10 pieces. A single coin costs $28. 
The only mention of grade is "fine 
quality." I have seen a few of these 
pieces, all in VF condition and rather 
harshly cleaned— nothing horrible but 
a disappointment to the purchasers who 
expected something more for that price. 

This sort of promotion makes one 
wonder just what a fair price is for rel- 
atively common coins that are national- 
ly advertised. The cost of such adver- 
tising is very high, and finding enough 
of these coins must be quite a task. I 
know that the wholesale market for VF 
pieces is quite strong, perhaps because 
of this very promotion. 

Looking at this situation in yet an- j 
other way, which price level seems 
more out of balance — a junk piece at 
$19.95 or an MS-65 at $900, assuming 
a normal, decent uncirculated piece 
usually sells for $100? 

File #114 

You can buy yet another type of half 
dollar for $19.95. Perhaps this is the 
magic price for such offerings, although 
five of these cost only $75. You may 
have received this promotion as a stuf- 
fer with the monthly statement from 
your credit card company. 

The offering is a for a Walking Liber- 
ty half dollar mounted in either a mon- 
ey clip or pendant. The coin, as shown 
in a rather attractive illustration, is high- 
lighted by a layer of 24kt gold. 

A careful reading of the advertise- 
ment indicates that the money clip and 
pendant are common circulated Walk- 
ers that have been touched up with a 
splash of gold on the central design and 
mounted in not-so-unusual jewelry 
pieces. They are not terribly overpriced 


and should hold up about as long as the 
purchaser's interest in cheap jewelry. 

Why this promotion is so forceful in 
its exploitation of the Walking Liberty 
half dollar is beyond me. The advertise- 
ment touts the "Walker" as the most 
beautiful coin ever minted and an in- 
vestment that has appreciated an aver- 
age of more than 21 percent during the 
past decade. The hard-sell copy even 
leads you to believe that silver recent- 
ly rose to more than $50 per ounce and 
that an accompanying "meltdown" fur- 
ther reduced the shrinking quantities of 
American silver coinage. The ad fails to 
mention that the silver in a half dollar 
is currently worth only about $2. 

The claims that some of these coins 
sell for $1,000 and more, that it may be 
impossible to repeat the offer, and that 
each piece is assigned an individual reg- 
istry number in the official archives of 
the company may all be true but sure- 
ly will cause a few to chuckle. 

What seems to be an otherwise harm- 
less piece of fun jewelry is suddenly 
tainted by the overselling of its numis- 
matic qualities. 

File #115 

The following, related to me by an 
ANA member, is so blatantly deceptive 
that it did not, and could not, appear in 
print as an advertisement. Beware of 
this trap or any variation of it. 

The member explained that he had 
been solicited by telephone to invest in 
Morgan silver dollars while the market 
was hot and prices were appreciating 
every day. This is hardly an original ap- 
proach, but wait — the salesman got 
really innovative later. 

Thinking that such a deal might be 
a reasonable investment, the fellow 
agreed to purchase a few pieces, three 
or four as I recall, all of highest quali- 
ty. Repeated calls from the company 
convinced the investor that prices were 
going up every week and that he should 
be buying more of these coins rather 
than take his profits just then. 

The solicitor explained the value of 
acquiring a full-roll quantity of 20 of 
these pieces because a roll would be 
worth much more than the individual 
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pieces. Upon reaching the ultimate goal 
of 20 pieces, and being convinced that 
prices had continued to rise over the 
course of his purchases, the investor de- 
cided to liquidate and enjoy his profits. 

" Don't sell now/' the telemarketer 
pleaded. "I have inside information that 
the market will peak within the next 
few months. This is the time to buy 
more so you can sell when prices are at 
their highest." When the investor in- 
sisted on selling immediately, he was 
told that this could only be done along 
with all the company's other clients and 


that his small number of coins would 
have to be sold after those of the major 
investors. Unfortunately, they told him, 
after the large investments were liq- 
uidated, the market would crash because 
so many coins would be sold at once. 

His only defense, they said, was to 
purchase a still larger quantity of at 
least 100 pieces to be sure that his coins 
would be sold first, getting him the best 
price. Needless to say, the investor was 
not taken in this time, but who knows 
how many others were — and how many 
are still waiting for their profits.

What Makes a Modem Winner? 


For many years, I, like others, be- 
lieved that the coins most likely to in- 
crease in value and demand were cer- 
tainly not modem issues. Price records 
of the last two years have, to a degree, 
changed my thinking about modem 
coins. Issues such as China's gold 1- 
ounce Panda coin of 1982-84, the 1986 
Singapore 1 -ounce gold coin (the Tiger), 
the 1981 Canadian proof dollar (train 
design), the $5 Statue of Liberty gold 
piece, the U.S. Olympic PDS proof $10 
gold coin and a number of other pieces 
have shown dramatic profits. 

I'd like to suggest reasons why mod- 
em coins may enjoy high demand and 
appreciation in value. 

Popular Theme. Coins with popular 
themes, such as the Statue of Liberty 
or the Olympic issues, have a niche in 
the market. 

Recurring Theme. When a theme 
like the Olympics or pandas or a certain 
coin size repeats, demand exists for pre- 
vious issues. 

Low Mintage. Low mintages are a 
must but never the sole profit criteria. 
Remember, a small mintage for a large 
country might be considered large for 
a small, less popular country. 

Attractive Design. Popular designs, 
such as the China Panda, Singapore Ti- 


ger and the Canadian Train, enjoy in- 
creased demand and value. 

Major Country. Obviously, the great- 
er customer base of a large country posi- 
tively affects demand for modem coins. 

Precious Metal. Metals such as plat- 
inum, gold and silver are preferred over 
less desirable base metals, and thus are 
a positive demand factor. 

Good Distribution. Better distributed 
issues are less likely to be available in 
quantity to satisfy future demand. Al- 
so, when the market is not inundated 
with large hoards, price increases are 
more likely. 

Future Liquidity. A large number of 
dealers making a two-way (buy-sell) 
market for a particular issue solidifies 
the market for that issue and betters its 
chances of remaining active and appre- 
ciating in value. 

Quality. Modem coins of gem quali- 
ty, whether in proof or mint state, seem 
to be preferred. Cameo devices also are 
a plus. However, always check modem 
coins for defects, because no mint has 
perfect quality control. 

Premium over Bullion. Potential 
modem rarities that sell at small pre- 
miums over bullion value, such as the 
China Pandas, are popular with bul- 
lion investors. 
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I believe that future demand and 
price appreciation of modem coinage in- 
creases in proportion to the number of 
these factors that an issue has going for 
it. With this in mind, the ultimate deci- 
sion remains — when to buy. Sometimes 
it's best to buy modem coinage at the 
time of issue; other times you should 
wait and see what a coin's mintage will 
be and then buy in the aftermarket. Of 
course, if you want a modem coin just 
for the fun of it, I suggest buying at time 
of issue. 

Market Update 

August 15, 1986 

At the time of this writing, the spot 
price of silver is $5.32; gold, $385; and 
platinum, $539. The marked rise in 
precious metals failed to halt the soften- 
ing of U.S. gold graded MS-63 and lower, 
MS-64 and MS-65 dollars, and com- 
mems graded MS-64 or better. Demand 
for type coins, along with commemo- 
ratives and dollars graded MS-66 and 
above, remained strong. BU rolls of sil- 


ver dimes, quarters and halves dated 
1955 to 1964 weakened. Common BU 
dollars have slipped to the $20-$25 
wholesale level but presently appear to 
have stabilized. 

Impressive is the continued strength 
of Statue of Liberty $5 gold coins, even 
after the much-celebrated event is now 
only a fond memory. The strong metals 
market always gives the field of numis- 
matics increased publicity, usually re- 
sulting in dramatic price increases. 
Here's hoping this trend continues. 

The use of the MS-64 grade by both 
the Professional Coin Grading Service 
(PCGS) and ANACS creates a greater 
potential for profit in breaking up 1936- 
1942 proof sets. If your set has a nice 
Walker or Mercury dime proof, chances 
are the set is worth more than current 
bid levels. 

A new word to add to your vocabu- 
lary is "slabbed," a slang term you may 
hear on the bourse floor to describe 
coins mounted in plastic holders used 
by the PCGS.

Distinguishing Replicas from Counterfeits 


Unlike counterfeit coins, coin replicas 
are not intended to deceive. A replica is 
a copy of a coin that is unique or scarce 
in number, whereas counterfeits most 
often are made to resemble genuine coins 
of a particular date, of which numerous 
specimens exist. 

Because a replica is not meant to fool 
the unwary collector, less care and atten- 
tion to detail are used in its manufacture. 
Consequently, it is of poorer quality than 
the genuine item, making the task of iden- 
tifying it as a replica that much easier.

Although not in strict accordance with the dic- 
tates of the Hobby Protection Act of 1973, 
which states that a replica must carry the 
word “copy” on the obverse or reverse only, 
this replica is identified as such by the word 
“copy” on its edge. 


Replicas generally are cast (as opposed 
to genuine U.S. Mint products, which are 
struck), leaving a seam around the edge 
of the coin where the casting molds were 
joined together. In addition, they frequent- 
ly are made of a base metal, usually lead. 
Sometimes the base metal is plated with 
another metal, so that the replica more 
closely resembles the original coin. 

An easy way to determine if a piece is a 
replica is to give it the "ring test." The pro- 
cedure is simple: balance the piece on the 
tip of your finger and tap its edge lightly 
with a pencil or similar object that won't 
damage the specimen. If the piece is a 
replica cast in a base metal, it will produce 
a short, dull, almost hollow sound. A 
modem struck coin will emit a long, high- 
pitched ring. If a suspect piece has both

an edge seam and a dull, hollow ring, you 
can be almost assured it is a replica. 

Since the introduction of the Hobby 
Protection Act in 1973, all replicas are re- 
quired to be identified as such by the word 
"copy" stamped on either the obverse or 
reverse. Most replicas produced prior to 
1973 carry no identifying marks; how- 
ever, some bear the letters "C" or "R" or 
the word "copy" on the edge or one side. 
It is felt that most of these pieces were 
stamped sometime after their manufac- 
ture, although the marks on some speci- 
mens obviously were incorporated in the 
design at the time of production. 

The most common replicas examined 


by ANACS are copies of Early American 
and territorial coins, among them the 
1776 Continental dollar, 1855 Blake and 
Company $20, New Hampshire 1776 Wil- 
liam Moulton copper piece, Massachu- 
setts 1776 Pine Tree pattern copper, 1785 
Bar cent, 1787 Brasher doubloon, Massa- 
chusetts 1652 Pine Tree shilling, 1737 
Higley copper and 1783 Nova Constellatio. 

ANACS' fee for confirming that a piece 
is a replica is $11 for members ($10 pro- 
cessing charge plus $ 1 for postage and in- 
surance) and $13.50 for nonmembers 
($12.50 processing, $1 postage and in- 
surance). Certificates are not issued for 
replicas. — MS

Discover Diversity with Commemoratives

Viewing the stacks of commemorative 
coins in a dealer's case on a bourse floor, 
one can easily imagine a young boy buy- 
ing his first coin at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion in 1 892. Although few can be found 
in their original holders, commemoratives 
have retained their historical value today. 

Commemoratives can open the door to 
a new dimension of U.S. coinage. The 
number of unique designs offers some- 
thing for every collector. Even the inves- 
tor will find this market adds a challenge 
to the wide-open field of coins from which 
to choose. 

The unusual history behind commem- 
oratives elevates them above regular U.S. 
Mint issues. Several mark key events in 
America's past. The Pilgrim Tercentenary 
issue celebrates the colonization and de- 
velopment of the New World, while a sec- 
ond commemorating the sesquicenten- 
nial of American Independence notes our 
country's fight for freedom during the 
Revolutionary War, which began at Lex- 
ington and Concord. The Gettysburg com- 
memorative remembers the Civil War as 
a 19th-century turning point. 

Other commemoratives observe rather 
obscure events. The 100th anniversary of 
Elgin, Illinois, and the sesquicentennial of 
Lynchburg, Virginia, are relatively in- 
significant, but their depiction on com- 
memorative coinage led states such as 
Maine, Iowa and Hawaii to jump on the 
bandwagon. While these events may not 
seem to justify an issue, they increase the 
number and variety of designs and add to 
the challenge of acquiring all the pieces. 

Commemoratives vary as greatly from 
an aesthetic point of view as they do 
historically. Some of the designs are con- 
sidered among the most beautiful in mod- 
em numismatics. The Oregon Trail com- 
memorative's stagecoach, pioneer and 


powerful Indian reflect the Old West and 
satisfy the eye. The figure on the obverse 
of the San Diego coin rivals Liberty's 
loveliest poses, and the Stone Mountain 
half dollar boasts more detail than most 
regular mint issues. 

However, some commemoratives sit on 
the opposite end of the aesthetic spec-

tmm. The Washington-Carver coin's clut- 
tered lettering and lifeless design leave 
much to be desired. The Robinson-Arkan- 
sas and Bridgeport commemoratives are 
unimpressively bland. Yet, the range of 
designs is more important. Every collec- 
tor is bound to find a commemorative 
that pleases him. 

Grading of commemoratives is very 
controversial, offering yet another chal- 
lenge to collectors and investors. Opin- 
ions vary widely on what problems de- 
tract from a coin. Because of the number 
and variety of pieces, and the amount of 
information that would have to be com- 
piled, no comprehensive guide exists for 
grading commemoratives, as there is for 
regular issues. Each person must decide 
whether he will call a coin an MS-64 or an 
MS-63 + based on his own individual stand- 
ards. Those who spend a day on a bourse 
floor looking at hundreds of commemora-

tives have an advantage because they can 
compare coins, get several opinions, and 
draw their own conclusions about which 
coins to buy. An old numismatic maxim 
applies particularly well to commemora- 
tives: "Buy the coin, not the grade." 

The surface qualities of commemora- 
tives is another very subjective area. Some 
investors tend to go for brighter, more lus- 
trous coins — even if they have been 
dipped — because they are often more liq- 
uid than dull specimens. Collectors, on 
the other hand, frequently prefer the 
added color and character of toning. These 
coins must later be sold to someone who 
also likes toning, but many collectors 
share similar tastes. 

Surface characteristics can intertwine 
with grading considerations to stir up 
even more opinions. A dull, toned coin 
might boast few marks, but a comparably 
priced lustrous one might have detracting 
friction. Which is the better coin? There 
is no correct answer. Some might let the 
overall eye appeal of surface color over- 
ride the technicalities of marks and fric- 
tion on high points. It is simply a matter 
of individual taste. 

Commemoratives offer many possibil- 
ities for investment because of their varia- 
tions in value. Prices can range from $10 
for an uncirculated Booker T. Washington 
piece to about $4,700 for an MS-65 Ha-

waiian half dollar. MS-65 coins are empir- 
ically the best investment, but their prices 
are out of range for most collectors/in- 
vestors. MS-63 coins are considered quali- 
ty, long-term investments, and many can 
be obtained for just over $100. MS-60 
prices are substantially lower, but these 
coins often are not as desirable because 
of marks and other problems. 

AU-55 coins are rising in popularity be- 
cause they are still relatively pleasing to 
the eye and can be had for reasonable 
prices. (Such pieces generally are MS-63s 
with a little wear that may bother one per- 
son more than another.) In-between pieces, 
such as MS-64s, are increasingly recog- 
nized as another area of investment, al- 
though many are just over-graded MS-63 
specimens with MS-65 prices. The buyer 
must simply look at hundreds of corn-

memoratives to decide which coin is the 
best value. 

After a period of 28 years with no new 
commemoratives, the U.S. Mint released 
the George Washington piece in 1982 to 
honor his 250th birthday, followed by the 
Olympic coins in 1984 and the Statue of 
Liberty commemoratives in 1986. Howev- 
er, although these recent coins are easily 
obtainable, they offer no grading challenge 
and are a bit expensive. Nevertheless, they 
add to the diversity of the U.S. commemo- 
rative series. Hopefully, this trend of new 
commemorative coinage will continue.

One of the most interesting and worth- 
while donations received by the Museum 
in recent months is a collection of 108 an- 
cient Spanish coins, presented by David 
Sheridan. This gift is especially beneficial 
because it forms the nucleus of a repre- 
sentative collection, includes a number of 
rather well-preserved pieces, and was re- 
ceived just in time to be available for ex- 
amination by students at this year's ANA 
Summer Seminar course on the "Coinage 
of the Classical World," taught by Curator 
Robert W. Hoge in the ANA museum.

The Sheridan collection comprehends 
the issues of the "Celt-Iberian" tribes and 
cities during the era of Roman administra- 
tion, dating from the second half of the 2nd 
century B.C. (and believed to have been 
issued from 204 to 154 B.C.). Also includ- 
ed are examples of the official Roman aes 
coinage of the Julio-Claudian emperors.

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Coins of the Bible 

From the Holy Land comes this group of bronzes called prutot 
(singular “prutah”), the small change of the lands of the Bible. 

The choice of type is yours. The following is represented: 

HASMONAEAN DYNASTY: 103-37 B.C. 

Most coins are of the inscription /double cornucopiae type 
and were the basic medium of exchange during the 1st cen- 
tury B.C. These are often referred to as “Widow Mites.” 

The value of the prutah is related to the Greek silver 
drachm: 1 silver drachm = 6 silver obols = 48 AE 
chalkoi = 168 AE prutot = 336 AE Lepta. In relation to 
the then current shekels of Tyre, one silver shekel = 

6.72 AE prutot. Later, this relationship changed slightly. 

HEROD1AN DYNASTY: 37-4 B.C. 
During these troubled times a large variety of coin 
types and denominations were issued; most all of 
these offered by us are minted by Herod Agrippa I 
and are of the canopy/three ears of barley type 
which circulated in Jerusalem and environs. Herod 
Philip II and Agrippa issued portrait coins (graven 
images) which were designed to circulate outside 
the predominantly Jewish populated area. 

FIRST REVOLT: 66-70 A.D. 

While these coins were minted huge 
stones were being hurled and battering 
rams were used to raze the fortified walls 
of Jerusalem. The bronzes are dated, 
most all of year two (A.D. 67). 

ROMAN PROCURATORS: 6-66 A.D. 

The fourteen men appointed to this post by the 
emperor held office at Caesarea; six of the fourteen 
issued bronze coins. During this time the prutah 
was equal to one quadrans, 64 of which were 
equivalent to the Roman silver denarius.

Russian Aviators Remembered 

Nearly 50 years ago, the arrival in San 
Jacinto, California, of three Russian avia- 
tors made local and international history. 
M. Gromov, A. Yumashev and S. Danilin, 
pioneering an arctic route, set a distance 
record of 6,668 miles by flying a single- 
engine plane from Moscow to California 
in 62 hours, 17 minutes. Their intended 
destination was San Diego, but fog forced 
the trio to head north, and they landed, 
on July 14, 1937, in the first suitable 
area — a cow pasture at the west edge of 
San Jacinto. 



News soon spread to nearby Redlands, 
and several members of the Redlands 
Coin Club were among the many area 
residents who went to see the history- 
making plane. The fliers were honored by 
parades in several California cities and 
greeted by President Franklin Roosevelt 
in Washington, D.C. Their plane, disas- 
sembled and shipped by sea back to 
Russia, was displayed in a Moscow mu- 
seum until its destruction in a fire. The 
San Jacinto museum displays a model of 
the aircraft. 

RCC medals commemorating the fliers' 
arrival— 200 1 -ounce .999 silver, 200 oxi- 
dized bronze and 600 golden bronze speci- 
mens — depict the Russian monoplane on 
the obverse and the RCC logo on the 
reverse.

John Henry Morris Jr.

Fifty-year member John Morris, founder 
and first president of the Alabama Numis- 
matic Association, passed away June 20 
at age 83 in Homewood, Alabama. A pa- 
per money enthusiast and a perennial at 
ANA conventions, along with his wife 
Opal, he attended 50 consecutive anniver- 
sary gatherings beginning with Minneapo- 
lis in 1936. 

Bom in Morrisville, Alabama, he traced 
his interest in coin collecting back to 1915, 
when his mother gave the 12-year-old

several coins that included a 3-cent piece 
and a 25-cent fractional currency note, 
launching his interest in paper money. 

He had owned the Morris Heating and 
Plumbing Company in Birmingham and 
was a member of the Lion's Club, Masons 
and Shriners. Survivors include his wife; a 
brother, Joseph Morris; a sister, Mrs. Ruth 
Dallas; and a daughter, Katherine Carson.

Survivors include his wife, 
Lemont Pollard of Temple; a nephew, 
Thomas F. Wilcox; and several cousins.

The Georgia Numismatic Association 
lost a long-time member and past presi- 
dent with the passing of Jackson Bennett 
of Athens, Georgia. Always a gentleman 
willing to share his extensive knowledge, 
he will be missed at GNA gatherings. 

Bennett was bom in Jefferson, Georgia, 
in 1906 and moved to California in 1914, 
where he graduated from the University 
of California at Berkeley. He began work 
with the U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
in 1936, one day before marrying Vera 
Leekey of Meriwether County, Georgia. 
Bennett's professional career as a soil sci- 
entist included tours of duty in a dozen 
states east of the Mississippi River, plus 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands. Re- 
tired in 1966, he authored many soil sur- 
vey reports . 

Because of his keen interest in coinage 
of the Western Hemisphere, Bennett pur- 
sued a course of study at the University 
of Georgia's geography department after 
retiring and earned a Master of Arts degree 
in 1970 at age 64. For many years he was 
recognized as an authority on Dahlonega 
gold coins, and cut and counterstamped 
coins of the Spanish Main. He was a 1963 
recipient of the Soil Conservation Socie- 
ty of America's highest accolade — the 
Fellow Award — and served terms as presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Coin Club (1958) and 
the GNA (1975-76).
